Brands His Epistle to 
Hitchcock as "Slight to 
France/* 


London, March 12.—President Wil- 
son's charge of "Imperialism" against 
France, contained in his letter to United 
States Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock, 
early this week, has moved the Morn 
Ing Post, to take up the cudgels in fa 
vor of France. 
The newspaper cites 


Mr. Wilson's present criticisms and his 
appeal to Italians over the head of Pre 
mier Orlando last summer as showing 
that "under the impulse of his lofty 
ideals the American president is almost 
aa impatient of the constitutional gov 
ernments of modern European democ- 
racies as he is impatient of his own 
senate." 


"Mr. 
Wilson's slight to France" the 
newspaper continues, is particularly 
disturbing, when one remembers the 
moving passages in which he recorded 
.America's appreciation of what France 
suffered in the cause of human free- 
dom. Americans and Englishmen were 
understand the amasement of France 
that the same voice which described her 
as the sentinel of liberty should now 
accuse her of being saddled with the 
same kind of chauvinistic government 
to overthrow which she sacrificed 
million of her sons."

HUGE ICE GORGE MOVES

Pittsburgh, March 12.—An ice gorge 


20 feet and stretching eight miles up 
river broke loose at Freeport last night,

moving it 10 inches out of line, tore a 
number of fiat boats, large barges and 
houseboats from their moorings, wash- 
ing them down the rivwr into-the «Mo 
and pounding most of them into splin- 
ers on the way. According to experts 
ice in the upper Allegheny is level with 
the bridges and the tracks of the Alle 
gheny Valley railroad and much dam- 
age is expected when it all begins mov- 
ing down stream. 
The gorge which went out today was 
one' of the heaviest in recent years 
and when it broke the sound of the 
crash could be heard for several mites. 


Washington, March 12.—A substitute 


'or the Republican Article 10 reserva- 
:ion to the peace treaty was introduced 
n the senate today by the Republican 
eader. Senator Lodge of Massacnusetts. 
In general it follows the form of the 
draft agreed on several days ago in 
bi-partisan compromise negotiations. 


When the reservations was offered. 
t was declared among the Republicans 
that the negotiations had lined up al- 
most enough votes to ratify the treaty 
on that basis, but that final agreement 
lad not yet been reached. The Repub- 
ican leaders planned to obtain a vote 
late today. 


So many cross currents have appear- 


ed in thenegotiations for an acceptable 
compromise on Article 10 that even 
senate leaders are at a loss to under- 
stand where the past is drifting. Re- 
publican leaders consented yesterday 
o changes in the wording of the dis- 
puted reservation, hoping to unite their 
scattered forces, but were not entirely 
successful. 


Meanwhile Democratic advocates of 
an agreement undertook to work for 
:he substitute, claiming 30 votes for it 
but Senator Hitchcock, neutralized their 
•fforts to some extent by ralliyng his 
followers to support President Wilson's 
stand 
against accepting the clause. 
With the uncertainty lasting on both 
sides it remained to be seen whether 
the Republican or Democratic mild res- 
ervationists would introduce the substi- 
tute, or if it would be submitted to the 
senate al all. 
A vote on Article 10 Is not expected 
before Monday. 


"LIMITS" CHICAGO TO 


32,000 PINTS DAILY 


Chicago, March 12.—Consumption of 
whiskey in Chicago will be limited to 
32,000 pints a day, Captain H. K. 
Howard, state prohibition director, an- 
nounced today. He told the Retail 
Druggists association each 
druggist 
may sell 100 gallons of whiskey, wine 
or gin each month. There are^ 1,200 
druggists. 
Major A. V. Dalrymple, prohibition 
enforcement officer 
for 
the central 
states, declared some druggists are buy- 
mg "moonshine" which costs 18 cents 
a quart to make and color and selling 
it for $4 a quart. 
"If this doesn't stop I shall urge the 
government to establish dispensaries as 
quick as possible and prohibit the sale 
of liquor anywhere else," Major Dal- 
rymple added. 
"There are 5,000 moonshine stills in 
Chicago, and I have found some pre- 
scriptlonists who are filling 500 liquor 
prescriptions a day." 


ANNOUNCES PLAN TO 
SAVE MONEY ON MEAT

of March 22 was set by the department 
of Justice today as the first "save 
money on meat" week. Fair price 
commissioners in many states 
have 
been holding conferences with retail 
meat dealers as a result of which the 
cheaper cuts of meat will.be stocked 
to meet the expected demand. Howard 
FlgR, assistant attorney general. In 
charge of the price reduction campaign, 
pointed out that the nation consume* 
an average of 
5S.OOO.OOO pounds of 
meat daily and that in buying the less 
expensive cut* the consumer is aiding 
in the campaign a* well as receiving

TEACHERS QUIT; 


Nation Faces Serious Short- 


age of School Instructors 
Because of Inadequate 
Salaries. 


Washington, March 12.—The country 
is faced with a serious shortage of 
school teachers, chiefly through failure 
to provide adequate salaries, according 
to reports to the United States bureau 
of education. Conditions are becoming 
slightly better, however, the report 
states, in some sections, compared with 
those of last October when the National 
Educational association conducted an 
inquiry into the situation. 
Based on returns from state school 
reports, the schools show that on Feb- 
ruary 1st last there were 18,279 schools 
closed because of lack of teachers and 
41,900 being taught by teachers char- 
acterized as "below standard, but taken 
on temporary in the emergency." 
Responding to a questionaire sent 
out by the commissioner of education, 
a great majority of the states in which 
schools are closed report that children 
are being transferred to other districts 
while the 
remainder report 
pupils 
losing their grades. Another question 
as to what extent tax payers are in 
teresting themselves in paying better 
salaries for teachers, the response was 
almost unanimous for an increase. 
Salaries paid teachers in 1918, stalls 
tics show, were on an average of 9606 
for elementary teachers and $1,031 for 
those teaching in high, schools. 
From 
salary schedules collected from various 
states giving salaries received by in 
dividual teachers in three counties if 
each state it is shown that wages paid 
rural teachers fell far below the fore 
going average in many states, man> 
localities showing salaries paid as low 
as $150 and $200 a year.

GRAINS FBOM DISEASE 


Cambridge, England, Match 2 —Cam- 


bridge university botanists claim that

A special body of investigators 
who have been devoting themselves to 
the practical testing of the mendelian 
heredity law are engaged in immuniz- 
ing wheat, oats, barley, potatoes and 
roots,. the results 
of which will be

"The plant doctors," as they

called, have already succeeded in breed- 
ing a new wheat known as "yeoman" 
which has yielded 12 quarters (96 bush 
els) to the acre—three times an ordi- 
nary crop.

Washington, March 12.—High retail 


prices in 1919 reduced the per capita 
consumption of beef in America almost 
eight pounds, and caused the consumer 
to turn more frequently to veal and 
mutton, according to a statement today 
by the 
department of 
agriculture. 


Slightly less pork was eaten, but the 
total consumption of pork 
products 


was much larger than in 1917, and the 
exports of pork and lard were greater 
than ever shown in the records of the 
department. The total meat consump- 
tion was less than in 1918, the per cap- 
ita for 1918 being 150.08 and that in 
1919 141.98. 
Beef exports were shown to h#ye 


fallen off 56.8 per cent, but the ship- 
ments of pork and lard to foreign ports 
'show a great increase. The exports 
were equivalent 
to 18.000.000 hogs 


weighing 200 pounds a piece. 
Less pork and lard were consumed 


in America but the number of hogs 
slaughtered was a million more than 
in 1918. 
The reduction in foreign orders was 


the heaviest blow received by the beef 
industry. 
The exports declined 56.8 
percent from the pre\ious year. 
The 


department attributed the falling off of 
exports to the return of 
European 


countries to the cheaper sources of 
supply in South America and Australia.

'Cincinnati. March 12.—Penitentiary 
sentences of' four Latonia. Ky., men, 
found guilty of violating the espionage 
act. •vyas affirmed by the United States 
circuit court of appeal here today.

dent M the Mylntf Is widespread, bat 
the more I M* of wolves the more 
respect I hare for their Intelligence, 
which Is unique among the nonbuman 
Inhttbltantt of the North.

me at first, for he could not fall to 
mistake me at a distance for a cari- 
bou, but when -be got within two 
hundred yards and could see more 
plainly he Teallced my strangeness 
and. what la truly remarkable.

EXERCISE MAY BE OVERDONE 


Nature's Signals to. Desist Should Be 


Heeded by Those Who Would 


Preserve Health. 


"Pursued ostensibly to promote per- 


sonal welfare, physical exercise Is not 
Infrequently carried to a point of over* 
doing, which results in injury rather 
than benefit," says the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 


Commenting on some observations 


made on aviators, It says the test of 
the value of an exercise lies In 'the 
physiological adjustments that It in-- 
duces. 'If the heart reduces its rate 
of beating and Is less sensitive to exer- 
cise, the training is commendable. 
Training should make the heart and 
other muscles better and endure fa- 
tiguing exercises better than the un- 
trained heart does: ^Consequently, If 
the heart reacts excessively as a re- 
sult of work; if there is a rapid rise 
in pulse rate, which returns to its nor- 
mal only after a leng interval, the 
fundamental aim of exercise for health 
has not been accomplished. The symp- 
toms of an overworked mechanism are 
at hand. However, advantageous vig- 
orous training may nAYUuthe great ma- 
jority of cases, failure to adjust to 
the Increased demand'of work is al- 
ways a signal-to desist and an Indi- 
cation that other modes of perfecting j 
the organism should be sought" 


Remarkable Thinness. 


Prof. J. p«rrin has made a 'study 


of soap bubbles—jast^the; kind that 
little folks blow with day pipe*—and 
he announces that they are five milli- 
microns thick. This means that it 
would take more than five million 
films of a soap bubble to make one Inch 
of thickness. 
While this Is getting 


down pretty fine, still the elementary 
leaflet of mica Is finer. Mica can be 
split down to a thickness of one mole- 
cule, which Is thinner than the thick- 
ness of the skin of a soap bubble, 
which suggests that thelatter must be , 
crystalline to structure;. Just before' 
• soap bubble bursts dark spots form j 
on It. He found that theseJioused still 
darker, smaller spots.

Explains Fact That Eclipses Oo\ Net 


Occur on or About Same Date* 


Every Year 


Lunar eclipse* always ogcur at fan 


moon, or when the sun and moon are 
In opposition, and are caused by the 
moon passing through earth's shadow. 
As Ihe moon In her course passes tiie 
sun once every month, and also places 
the earth between herself and the sun 
once a month. It Is evident that if she 
moved In the plane of the eclipse there 
would be either a total or annular 
eclipse of the win and a total eclipse 
of the moon every month. They do not 
happen every full moon because the 
moon's orbit Is Inclined to the ecliptic 
the great dixie of the heavens round 
which the sun seems to travel from 
west to east In the course of a year, al- 
lowing her to pass the sun to an angle 
of nearly 5 degrees and 9 minutes to 
the north and south of bis track, pre- 
venting such a frequent occurrence of 
eclipses. From the roajtnitude of the 
angle of Inclination of her orbit to the 
ecliptic an eclipse can only occur on 
a full moon happening when Hie moon 
Is at or near one of her nodes, or poinJS 


I whfre her orbit Intersects the eclipse. 


Therefore, if Ihe moon docs not travel 
on.the ecliptic, which would result In a 
lunar eclipse every full moon. It H 


' logical to say that the moon does rot 


follow the same orbit year after year. 
If the moon followed Ihe same orl.it 
year after, year lunar eclipse* would 
occur on or e'«*»ut Ihe «ame dates ev««ry 
year, but the fact Is that they might
